The librarian of an eastern college recently delivered an ad- 


dress oiV'Tlie relation of (he library;' lo a -more healthful 
country side," in which he conteiafed^hal librarians have an 
important.work to do in promoting'-more healthful conditions 
iii;.the rural districts. 
He was mindful of (he-fact thai'libra- 


rians are-not-sanitary engineers and cannot take a direct and 
professional-purl'in "the improvement of sanitary conditions, 
hut they are in a position to disseminate information on .the 
subject by calling attention lo publications having a bearing 
thereon, and by doing this they can advance the cause of bel- 
ter sanitation in sections where improvement along this, line is 
most needed.

Bui, whatever the part of the public library may be in bring- 


ing to the front (he question of belter sanitation in the rural 
districts, (here is no question that there is room tor great im- 
provement along this line. 
It has generally been considered 


that the open country was the most healthful place in the 
world, as it should be, and there .was,consequently great sur- 
prise when, some months ago, figures were published showing 
that the death rale in the rural sections of New York stale was 
greater than in the city of New York. 


The cause of the lack of proper sanitation in (he country 


districts is (hat nature has done so much for the promotion and 
retention of health that the people have considered elTorl or 
their part practically uncalled for. They have, without laboi 
or expense, the benefits of pure'air and natural drainage, and 
they also have pure water when the supply is not polluted as 
a result of their own carelessness. 
The same is true of milk 


The forces of nature are on the side of the country people, ye 
they have a duty to perform in the way of belter sanitation, 
and il is well for the country dwellers and (hose who go among 
them to spend the heated term thai more attention is being 
given to the subject than ever before. 


The lines along which (here should be changes from the old 


ways will readily present themselves when Hie subject is taken 
under consideration, and thai it is being considered more and 
more is a hopeful and healthful sign. The problem ol sanita- 
tion is not confined to Hie big cities. 
It exists wherever there 


is a human habitation, and, fortunately for the people of the 
rural districts and the country as a whole, the disposition to 
meet il is rapidly growing. 


War and ButincM. 


The individual who has entertained the idea that a foreign 


war would boom business iii this country was certainly mis- 
taken. 
It is certain lo do just what any sensible person should 


know—retard business which has been at a standstill for a 
year or more. 
Let us hope the war can be brought to an end
